EFLECTING the high level of economic activity reached during the 
year, the motor truck industry established many new records in 
1950. The large volume of raw materials, semi-finished and finished 
goods produced, required such an increase in transportation that 
sales of total motor trucks, six-wheel trucks, Diesel-powered trucks 
and multi-stop delivery vehicles all surpassed previous records. 


The use of rolling stock in existence, as indicated by registra- 
tions, gasoline consumption and mileage driven likewise shattered 
old benchmarks. This unprecedented use of motor trucks took its toll 
of 712,000 vehicles scrapped in 1950. Even so, there are more than 
1,000,000 motor trucks in use that are over 14 years of age, and 
will be scrapped as soon as new trucks can be obtained to replace 


them. 


Since 89% of all agricultural products is hauled from farms 
directly to initial markets by truck, and 11% of farm produce is 
moved by truck or wagon to railroad or dock for further shipment, 
farmers are vitally interested in obtaining adequate truck trans- 
portation to market bumper crops. 


Motor buses continued to gain in the favor of transit passengers, 
in that a higher percentage of passengers using urban public trans- 
portation travelled by motor bus in 1950 than ever before—54.6™%. 


The economic importance of the motor truck industry is shown 
by the fact that more than 5,714,000 persons are employed in 
manufacturing, selling, servicing and operating motor trucks— 
equivalent to one out of every eleven workers in the United States. 


In addition to the usual data on production, sales, exports, 
registrations and transportation by trucks presented in this, the 
ninth edition of Motor Truck Facts, new data available for the first 
time from the U. S. Census Bureau shows the number of trucks 
owned by various industry groups and by retail and wholesale 
trades, and data on retail sales by dealers by states.

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Connecticut Milk Trucking Costs Greatly Below 1922-32 
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The Storrs Agricultural Experiment Station, College of Agriculture, University of 
Connecticut, in a study entitled ‘Formulas for Adjusting Milk Transportation Rates,’’ 
Bulletin 274, March 1951, reports findings as follows (pages 6 & 7): 

“The trend in hauling charges was downward relative to the price of milk in the 
period 1922-1950. From 16 percent of the price of milk in 1922, the hauling rate 
reached a low of four percent of the milk price in 1947 and 1948. In 1950 it was six 
percent of the milk price... .” 

“The reasons why hauling rates declined relative to the price being paid farmers 
for milk, and relative to most other prices, include the following: 


“(1) Milk production per farm increased markedly during the past quarter of a 
century. This meant less time and travel by the trucker in picking up a given 
volume of milk. 

(2) Roads were improved materially, facilitating faster travel by larger trucks. 

“(3) Better trucks were manufactured, which enabled one man to pick up a much 
larger volume than formerly. 

(4) The quality of truck tires and tubes improved, and their prices followed a 
downward trend relative to other prices. 

‘(5) Routes were consolidated and organized more efficiently. 

‘In brief, the milk trucking industry was one in which technological efficiencies and 


increases in milk production per farm made possible hauling rates per hundred- 
weight in 1950 that were lower than in the 1920's.”
